STATE TAX BOARD 
ACCEPTS ASSESSMENT 



County Tax CommiMioner Beta 
F. PoWell and his able assistant 

Deputy Will Adams, are getting 
the assessment books of the coun- 
ty ready for the taxpayers for 
the coming assessment. The 
Tax Commission at Frankfort ac 
cepted the increase of $2,900,000 
as made on the last asse&'sment 
of Madison county and the books 
are closed. It will be recallec 
that the Tax Commission ordered 
a total ruise of $4,600,000 in round 
numbers on Madigoi^s asb'ess 
ment as originally mkdt. This 
makes the total of Madison coun- 
ty taxable property $24,926,042 
There was ^uch objection, to 
what the taxpayers felt was an 
unreasonable increase, and after 
devoting a g^eat deal of time, to 
the matter, the Supervisors did 
not feel able that they could in 
justice to the county, make the 
raise over $2,900,000. They en 
deavored to reach an equitable 
assessment of 85 per cent of 
)roperty valuation, and this being 
vfrhat the State Tax Board de- 
sired, it accepted the work of the 
'ocal board. The State Tax Board 
is up against the same proposi- 
tion in Fayette county ,and it 
seems that an amicable adjust- 
ment is about to be reached 
over there. 

Sheriff P. S. Whitlock has 
mailed to the Louisville & Nash- 
ville railroad a statement of the 
amount due Madison county for 
'919 taxes. The statement shows 
that the railroad has' 66.95 miles 
of road in the county, and the 
total amount of taxes due is $6,- 
264,45. Of this amount $4,330.- 
vi3 is for county purposes and 
I!l,384.07 is for school purposes.

TO REPEAL PARKING 
JNIUfiT STREET 

So much complaint has been 
heard over the parking ordi- 
ance as it affects First' street, 
that all of the members of the 
City Council are understood to 
have agreed to repeal this fea- 
ture of the parking ordteance at 
their next meeting. The country 
people who from time imme 
morial have used First, street on 
court days for horse and mule 
trading were forced off, it last 
court day by parking o^ autoes 
in the center of the street. 

Led by T. K. Hamilton, of 
Hamilton Bros., First street bus- 
iness men signed a petition to the 
council to repeal the parking 
law as it applies to First street, 
and assurance has been given 
that the country people may 
again use First street to their 
heart's content next court day. 
This will apply alsQ to the melon 
vendors as well as mule sellers, 
for the time for ripe melons, for 
which Madison is noted. Is close 
at hand and during the s'e^son 
First -street is the marketing 
place for the country folks for 
this luscious product of the soil. 

Schools Get $100,000 From Dogs 

The total number of dog licens- 
es issued since January, with 62 
counties missing for July, 15 for 
May, and three for the four 
months preceding, was 212,662 
and 251 kennel licenses, including 
2,650 more dogs, while 6,100 dogs 
lave been killed. The revenue 
: rom these licenses 'was $251,751, 
compared to $179,128, rettimed 
by the county assessor.s' in 1918. 
Commissioner Cohen estimates 
that the school fund will receive 
approximately $100,000 from the 
licenses. Irt 1917 the Auditor's 
report shows the school fund re- 
ceived $45,886.75 AA'hile $44,- 
203.56 were paid on .sheep claims 
the same year, the report does not 
show the actual amount for sheep 
killed, as at that time the funds 
credited to each county were pro- 
rated among the claimants, whose 
claims were thus extinguished 
each year, and few counties ever 
had enough to their credit, to 
make full payment. 

In Fayette county the sheriff 
makes a report which shows the 
immediate eflfect of the enforce- 
ment 0^ the law. He said that up 
to the time in Feburary when he 
began catching unlicensed dogs, 
but 870 had been licenwd. Since 
that time the number has been^in- 
creased to 2,700. He has im- 
potmded 144 and killed 120.

Gray sajrs that after he and the 
other Yank soldiers who were captar> 
ed reached the German prison 
camp they were not subjected w any 
indigrnities, but. before that thwr 
treatment was rough. Lieut^ Gray's 
letters to his sisters, here, > describ- 
ing his prison life both while: he was 
conifaied and afterwards 'whea the 
Gennan censorship had been remov- 
ed, were printed in the Ddljr Bedjs- 
ter, and were read with xamh inttnv 
est at the time. He is bdnf given a 
cordial welcome back home. 

Several others of Madison's sons 
who particularly distingnished them- 
pelves in their service for Uncle Sam 
have been slipping in home one by 
one, in a quiet way, and oftentimes 
their coming has hudly been noticed. 
For instance, John StoUer Best, who 
recently eame home, had the dlatbie- 
tion of having: served < In the ai^y 
longer than any other Madison'^M^. : 
He was a member of the nuuraas ■ 
which held the Mame in the famous 
drive last summer, when the Hons 
met their first great dieck. Yoimg 
Best has been a member of the 
marine corps since April long 
before the United States got into the 
war. He served in Haiti, where he 
engaged in the fighting against the 
rebels, and was wounded in tbe head 
slightly. In December IMS* he was 
iii Bhiladel^da and after'uAit was la 
chai'ire of fHe German pfMiMs^mn 
the interned German waiflUplK ^ntU 
June 1917 he was stationed at Paasi^ 
cola, Florida, helping \orgwalze an 
anti-air ctaft school, and then was 
.sent to Qua.itico, Va., and prepared 
for overseas ti'^rvice. He went ovcJ: 
with his regiment on the CrowaV 
Prince, and arrived at Nazarie, V 
France June 26th where th ,i marines 
were under the inst.-uction and train- ' 
ing of the Frenchid>tluef devils for 
three months. In Ma«^1918, at the 
time of the first great am offensive, 
they went into the liq^ it[\ Verdun, 
to relieve French detiichmentiir,. and 
were in the trenches 37 days.

After that he fought in the \CIuuc- 
pagne region aadywas there whe^ 
the armistice wMTj/ii^ied.
